When I wrote the report of the Municipal Court 
last year I stated that an increase in activity during 
1946 would be seen in the Court. This prediction has 
come true. In 1945 55 cases were heard and in 1946 
188 cases. They were divided as follows: Motor 
Vehicle, 89; Motor Vehicle appealed, 1; Fish and Game, 
19; persons assault, 1; property, 7; drunk, 46; morals, 
10; neglect of children, 2; bound over to the grand 
jury, 11; committed to State Hospital for observation, 
1; no probable cause, 1. There were also 5 small claim 
cases. 

Again I wish to thank Special Justice Smart for 
his advice and aid in the conduct of the Court. The 
people of Ossipee will be interested to know that in 
point of years of service he is the oldest Special Justice 
in the State and his knowledge acquired through the 
years is of great value. 

The death of Sheriff Harry Leavitt takes away a 
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man who was just entering his period of greatest value 
to the people of the County. He was a true friend to 
the unfortunate and ill advised and endeavored to 
temper justice with mercy. It will be many a long 
year before we have his equal. 

Again I wish to thank the members of the Sheriff’s

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Ossipee: 


Prcbably at no time in the history of this country 
has the attention of the people been focused so sharply 
on the problems of education. Seldom, if ever, have 
these problems been so ‘acute. Competent authorities 
report that during the past five years 350,000 men and 
women hiave left the teaching profession. | Marked 
increases In the -cost of supplies and in teachers’ 
salaries have increased the cost of school operation to 
a serious degree. The tremendous problems of the 
war years we met iand solved. The problems of peace 
are of no less magnitude. Careful appraisal of the 
adequacy of the American schools to meet the needs of 
children and the welfare of the nation is a continuing 
year by year responsibility of American citizens. We 
made immeasurable sacrifices of life, strength, and 
wealth to defend the basic tenet of the American way 
cf life — the dignity and worth of the individual. We 
must still defend this tenet against hostile political 
faiths both from without and within. This defense 
must be built in American schools. 

American children have an assignment with 
destiny that is not optional. They will live in a world 
of incredible complexity, or racial and class tensions, 
of international frictions, and of inevitable change. 
They must find their way in this world and must have 
the education which will help them do so. 

At the last annual district meeting the School 
Board was authorized to appoint an advisory committee 
of three to study the school needs of Ossipee for the 
purpose of recommending a program to be followed 
for a period of four or five years. The committee 
appointed consists of Mr. Harry Smart, Mr. Clyde 
Drinkwater, and Mr. Robert Sawyer. This committee 
met with the School Board and the superintendent and 


.

made the following recommendations: 


1. In order to provide adequate room and teach- 
ing facilities for grades one and two an 
additional room be finished on the second floor 
of the high school building; that grades one 
and two be separated and a teacher for each 
grade be provided. (This group has regis- 
tered this year 38 pupils in one small room 
under one teacher. It is essential to future 
success in school that children have the best 
possible preparation during these early years. 
It is during this time that they learn reading, 
basic to all further school work. ~ Under 
present conditions an impossible teaching load 
is placed on one teacher, and the individual 
attention necessary to adequate instruction 
cannot be given.) This additional room to 
be provided during the summer of 1947. 

2. With the exception of a few correspondence 
courses in typing and mechanical drawing, 
Ossipee High School offers no vocational 
training. Through academic subjects grad- 
uates may be prepared adequately for college 
entrance, but those who go directly into 
employment have few, if any, salable skills. 
It is recommended that home economics for 
girls and shop for boys be offered in grades 
seven through twelve. It is further recom- 
mended, that if possible, a second additional 
room be finished on the second floor of the 
high school building during the present year 
for use of home economics classes. 

3. During the year 1948-49 provision of a 
separate building for the first six grades be 
made, either through remodeling the Moulton- 
ville School building, or the erection of a new 
building. This will provide for the desirable 
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separation of the primary and intermediate 
pupils from the upper grades, and leave 
adequate room for a Junior-Senior High 
School of approximately 100 pupils with good 
facilities for the recommended vocational 
subjects. 

The financing of such a project is an important 
consideration. House Bill No. 12, presented to the 
present session of the legislature is a bill sponsored by 
the State Department of Education and provides for 
greatly increased state aid. During the present year 
Ossipee received about $2900.00 from the state. The 
above bill, if passed, will give Ossipee approximately 
$11,000. per year. Such aid would finance the above 
recommended project without increased appropriations 
by the district.

During the present year the wall separating the 
office and the primary room was removed to enlarge 
the class room. A room was finished on the second 
floor which provides a good office for the headmaster 
and for use by the nurse. Some grading’ was done on 
the athletic field. 
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Ossipee is fortunate in having a very good 
teaching staff. Good teaching is provided in all class 
rooms. A regular program of instructional moving 
pictures is provided through the use of a sound 
projector owned by the supervisory union and films 
rented from the University of New Hampshire Film 
Bureau. A good program of activities including 
athletics, music, dramatics, newspaper, and _ social 
occasions are sponsored and supervised by the teachers. 
Hi-Y and Tri-Hi-Y organized and supervised by Mr. 
Roger Blood, Carroll County Y.M.C.A. Secretary are 
providing highly desirable experiences for high school 
pupils. 

The very helpful cooperation of the members of 
the School Board, the teachers, the citizens, and the 
pupils is most sincerely appreciated by the super- 
intendent.
